Home of Palestinian editor attacked

E-RAM - Assailants raked the 
home of Palestinian editor Jack 
Khazmo with gunfire early yester- 
day at this village north of Jerusa- 
fem, but there were no casualties. it 
was aot immediately known wheth- 
er the attackers were Jewish or 
Arab.

SAN SALVADOR, ΕἸ Salvador 
(AP) — A resurgent right battered 
the governing Christian Democrats 
in municipal and legislative elec- 
tions, according to early unofficial 
returns yesterday.

Duarte was elected in 1984 on a 
platform of ending the civil war and 
improving the economic situation. 
But four years later, the war that has 
claimed 65,000 lives on,.an 
estimated 40 per cent of Salvadorans 
are unemployed and inflation is run- 
ning at an annual rate of about 40 

cent. 

The guerrillas, who have been 
fighting since 1979, demand a share 
of power in exchange for laying 
down their arms. The government 
rejects the demand. 


Blacks strike in S. oi Oe ae ἀΒΈΚΒΘΣῈ 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) - Com- 
muter buses from Soweto were de- 
serted Monday and buses near Dur- 
ban were fire-bombed as hundreds 
of thousands of blacks joined the.

W. German extremists gain in state election, but fail to win seats 


BONN (Reuter) — Extreme rightists 
emerged from nowhere to grab a 
large protest vote against West Ger- 
many's mainstream parties in a state 
election, deepening the natiuna 
slump of Chancellor Helmut Kohl's 
Christian Democrats (CDU). 

All four major parties lost ground 
in Sunday's election in Baden- 


Wuerttemberg, while fringe groups 
like the neo-Nazi National Demo- 
cratic Party soared out of the politi- 
cal wilderness to win a combined 5.1 
per cent of the vote. But no individ- 
ual rightist group exceeded the five 
per cent minimum needed to receive 
seats in the state parliament. 

The CDU, under State Premier 


Lothar Spaeth, barely clung to ma- 
jority power by sticking to what he 
indicated was his independence 
from the unpopular budget-cutting 
drives of Kohl's centre-right coali- 
tion in Bonn. But the CDU's 49.1 
per cent represented the party's fifth 
retreat in six state elections since 
Kohl's narrow re-election in 1987.

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Court blocks transfer of funds 


to ultra-Orthodox institutions 


A. three-member panel of the 
High Court of Justice yesterday is- 
sued a temporary injunction barring 
the Treasury and the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs from transferring 
funds to six educational institutions 
and youth movements affiliated 
with the ultra-Orthodox Agudat Yis- 
rael and Shas.The injunction was 
requested by Mapam MK Yair 
Tsaban. 

Tsaban’s attorney noted that the 
State Comptroller had ruled last year 
that these institutions and move- 
ments did not meet the conditions 
necessary to qualify for state sub- 
ventions. He added that the Reli- 
gious Affairs Ministry had agreed to 
abide by Ministry of Education cri- 
teria of support. These state that 
such institutions must identify with 
the Zionist idea, must require that 
their students or members go on to 
do military service and must aot dis- 
crimmate on an ethnic basis. 

Attorney Avigdor Klagsbad 
claimed that the Aguda and Shas 
youth movements did not meet 
these conditions. 

In the course of the hearing, Jus- 
tices Moshe Bejski, Avraham Ha- 
lima and Shoshana Netanyahu were 
Sharply critical of the State Attor- 
ney’s Office , which represented the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs, for 
submitting self-contradicting argu- 


ments. The Office itself had submit- 
ted a brief claiming that the funds 
had been transferred in accordance 
with the above criteria. But it also 
appended an opinion by the Artor- 
ney-General ~ who heads the Office 
— that the distribution of funds was 
Not consistent with the State Con- 
troller’s criteria. 

The attorneys for the Aguda and 
Shas institutions claimed that the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs recog- 
nized their right to receive’ state 
funds, because “the religious values 
which guide them are analogous to 
the values of secular Zionism.”

Reagan told Shamir in their meeting 
on Wednesday that the U.S. would 
also refuse to attend the type of 
conference the prime minister was 
describing. The proposed confer- 
ence. he said. was not as described. 

Shultz will also await the results of 
Philip Habib's current mission to 
Amman. But the widely-held expec- 
tation, both here and in Jerusalem, 
is that, like Shamir, King Hussein 
will not flatly reject the American 
proposals, and Sbultz will be free to 
continue with his efforts.

The Americans told Shamir that 
they would exert no pressure on Is- 
rael and that the fate of U.S.-Israeli 
relations was not dependent on his 
acceptance of their proposals, Nev- 
ertheless, Israeli officials here say 
that ultimately, an Israeli rejection 
of the plan will distinctly chill the 
relationship. The administration 
might not act publicly. they say, but 
the first signals of American discon- 
tent are likely to be sent from Con- 
gress, which will be discreetly 
spurred on by the administration. 

Avi Pazner, the prime minister's 
media adviser, sums up the visit as 
an “unqualified success.” 

“AU those who conjured up night- 
mare visions of the visit," says, 
Pazner “were soon proven wrong.

There were no independent reporters or cameramen in 
Yerevan, Somgait or Tallin to tell the whole world the story of 
recent nationalist rallies, riots and pogroms in Armenia, Azer- 
baijan and Estonia. Which is why those rallies, riots and 
pogroms just never took place, and they did not, did they, 
shake the Soviet authorities one bit. It is only Israel that is 
foolishly carrying the idea of democracy and openness to 
excess, with most unfortunate consequences. If only Israel... 

On Sunday, the Palestinian uprising took an ugly and dan- 
gerous turn toward deadly violence, with the pistol-slaying of 
IDF reservist Moshe Katz. It could not fail to provide food for 
thought. The first thought that evidently came to the mind of 
MK Geula Cohen, the high priestess of Israeli scapegoating, 
after she viewed Jordan Television's account of the incident, 
was that it had all been the fault of the media people. 

True, it was not they who had pulled the trigger. But they, 
scores of them, had known in advance that a ‘security event’ 
would be staged in Bethiehem at the time it actually did, yet 
they deliberately beld back from so informi 
thorities. And once they saw Sergeant Katz lying in a pool of 
blood, all they could think of was to keep aiming their TV and 
still cameras at him. The outraged Tehiya deputy called on the 
defence minister to order an investigation of her ‘suspicions,* 
as she carefully termed them, about the dastardly and improp- 
er conduct of the bloody-minded media people. 

A duo of these suspicious characters, one an Israeli camera- 
man for an American network, the other an Israeli newspaper 
reporter, were yesterday asked to react to Ms. Cohen's reitera- 
tion of her ‘suspicions’ on Kol Yisrael. They were both angry 
to the point of nausea, and it was easy to see why. 

No advance signal of any ‘security event’ due in Bethichem 
was transmitted through the media pipeline. Reporters and 
cameramen arrived at the site-soon after the terrorist attack 
because, first, they had been on their way through Bethlehem 
to a nearby Arab village where two houses were to be demol- 
ished by the army. Second, they bad been alerted by the 
repeated firings into the air of a soldier thus calling for army 
help. First medical aid was extended to the bleeding sergeant 
by army colleagues, including a medic. 

It is arguable, of course, that the reporters and cameramen 
present should have filed their cameras and pens away, and 
played medics themselves. But in that case Ms. Cohen would 
probably have accused them of deliberately neglecting an 
opportunity to record the bloody attack by Palestinians on an 


Nothing, it is safe to assume, will disabuse the Tehiya leader 
of her ‘suspicion’ that journalists are the greatest present 
enemies of the Jewish People. But before she again impugas 
their patriotism and humanity she might perhaps give, if that is 
not too much to ask, a fleeting thought to the ‘suspicion’ that it 
is her own kind of callous, grab-all rejectionism which helps 
legitimize, and encourage, its Palestinian counterpart.

RIOT CONTROL

Sir, ~ 1 commend the young sol- 
diets of the UDF for their actions in 
pet are to the rioters in the occu- 

fed areas. I am 2 retired peace 
officer, aware of the difficulty of 
dealing with mobs of civilian rioters 
even with properly-equipped, riot- 
trained, mature police officers. Un- 
like an uninformed American who 
sees the riots on TV and is “appalled 
by Isarefi brutality,” I see a brave. 
undertrained, underequipped at- 
tempt at conscientious riot vontrol. 


1 would like to point out to the 
critics of the IDF that the troops 
available are not mature police offi- 
cers trained in riot control, but are 
youngsters for the most part. trained 
only for combat. The Israeli govern- 
meat, lacking adequate funds, must 
send these combat-trained teenaged 
draftees into the riot areas without 
even the absolute minimum of per- 
sonai defence equipment and appro- 
priate offensive equipment for riot 
contral. 

Rict-controi training differs from 
regular police training and is totally 
unlike army combat training. Even 
trained policemen sometimes dis- 
cover that their training wasn't good 
enough. A few years ago, the San 
Francisco Police Department, riot- 
trained and amply supplied with 
proper defensive and offensive 
‘equipment, was severely criticized 
for brutality against a rioting mob. It 
took retraining to enable those al- 

rienced, mature police 
Officers to handle a riot with re- 
straint and professionalism. 

In recent years we have seen epi- 
sodes of appalling brutality and kill- 
ings perpetrated by the professional 
riot police of such countries as South 
Korea, India and France. | don't 
recall any worldwide moral outrage 
such as we are experiencing with 
respect to Israel. 

With all the disadvantages the 
IDF soldiers have been forced to 
operate under, I think they've been 
more mature, decent and restrained 
than anyone could have expected.

This is a far 
deeper question. 

The American Jewish communi- 
ty, like other ethnic groups, is not a 
homogeneous political force capa- 
bie of cutting deals with presidential 

-candidates or cementing friendship 
pacts. American Jews will vote ac- 
cording to their own preferences, 
with minimal reference to the artifi- 
cialities of public dialogue. Political 
coalitions are not created by intel- 
lectual formulations, though they 
may profit from them; rather, they 
tend to arise from a broailly-shared 
perception of common cause. 

The black and Jewish communi- 
ties have drifted steadily apart since 
the highpoint of their cooperation in 
the civil rights movement of the 
1950s and early '60s. While there 
has been constant invoivement by 
Jewish liberals and progressives on 
issues and in movements of concern 
to the black community, these peo- 
ple tend to be outside the Jewish 
community or on its fringes: the cen- 
tre of Jewish political gravity has 
shifted greatly. 

When the U.S. Supreme Court 
struck down restrictive title cove- 
nants in 1948, the mutual interests 
of blacks and Jews still seemed firm- 
ly tied. Jews, however, could use 
their developing economic integra- 
tion into the American middle class 
to move into the booming suburbs. 
Entire Jewish neighbourhoods dis- 
appeared, relocated towards the ur- 
ban periphery, and began assuming 
a new social perspective that came 
with suburbanization. Blacks re- 
mained confined to the decaying ur- 
ban cores. Jews were making it ia 
America; blacks weren't. 

‘The Jewish community today is 
one of the most affluent and best- 
educated of U.S. ethnic groups, in 
what bas constituted an extraordi- 
nary socio-economic advance. 
While liberalism bas retained a large 
portion of its early hold on the Jew- 
ish body politic, there is also no
